DELAY. 
The new arms arrived yesterday, and 
were issued to-day; to-morrow we shall 
break camp and take up our line of 
march for the Black Hills. The delay 
of a week or more, caused by the non­ 
arrival of the new arm, has been decid­ 
edly irksome to to the civilians invited 
to accompany the expedition; but Gen. 
Custer’s hospitality has been boundless 
and the officers and ladies of the com­ 
mand have vied with each other in at­ 
tentions to the ^‘guests of the expedi­ 
tion”—for so the scientific corps must 
he regarded, as they go on the invita­ 
tion of the commanding officer, and 
without pay from the Government. 
COBBESPONDENTS. 
The newspaper corps, consisting of 
gentlemen representing the New York 
Tribune, Chicago/ni«r-(?cra7i, St. Paul 
Press, St. Paul Pioneer and the Bis­ 
marck T b ib u n e, have enjoyed them­ 
selves hugely, and anticipate no small 
amount of excitement while on the trip, 
and as newspaper men love excitement 
as a duck loves water, they are reason­ 
ably happy. 
AN AMATEUR SCARE. 
In addition to the scouts to accompa­ 
ny the expedition, mentioned in my last 
letter, twenty-five Santees have arrived 
and will go with us. They are a fine 
looking set of fellows, and are a good 
deal more than half civilized. Sunday 
the Indians from the Fort were wander­ 
ing over the country, and succeeded in 
getting up an amateur Indian scare, 
which of course appeared to be a big 
thing in print, when telegraphed east. 
If I mistake not, so soon ax the cavalry 
is gone Fort Lincoln may Anticipate 
genuine scares, for wandering bands of 
Sioux will surely come down to steal 
stock, and make trouble in other re­ 
spects. 
X WAB DANCE. 
As the good man is taught to pray be­ 
fore entering on any great and import­ 
ant undertaking; the Indian’ is taught 
to dance. And as we were expecting to 
move to-day the scouts had a big war 
dance last night. They made the night 
hideous with their yells. Imagine ye 
noble reds dressed only in war paint, 
feathers and breech clouts. A score or 
more braves gather, accompanied by 
their wives, children and sweethearts, 
and the disturbance begins. Knives, 
tomahawks, clubs, swords, pistols, or 
whatever they fancy for the purpose, 
are swung high in air, and crouching, 
cringing, springing, weaving, dodging 
hither and thither, their movements 
are accompanied by those thrilling yells 
which have strioken terror to so many 
heárts. 
POWER OF ENDURANCE. 
It is wonderful how rapidly news is 
transmitted fimong the Indians, and it 
is in the accomplishment of this work 
that they show the most wonderful pow­ 
er of endurance. News is receiyed that 
it is important should go to some dis­ 
tant tribe or village, and one or more 
Indians prepare for the work. A feast 
is made and they eat and dance; eat­ 
ing as much as a dozen white men wo’d 
eat; they call on their neighbors and eat 
again, and continue dancing and eating 
until nature exhausted forces sleep. 
After sleeping a few hours they eat 
again, and are then ready for busi­ 
ness. They mount the fleetest pony in 
camp and are off, riding day and night, 
without food, water or rest for five days 
sometimes. Arriving at their destina­ 
tion,, they state the news, and another 
round of feasting and dancing commen­ 
ces, to be followed perhaps, by a tramp 
Of two hundred qiiles;morei in another 
direction with the news to another 
tribe. 
these, Couriers every move­ 
ment of Gustor is reported, and long be­ 
fore his cobiiBahd reaches the Kack 
Hills the Stoux will be apprised, pot on­ 
ly ef his approach but of bis strength. 
ANTICIPATED ROUBLE. 
The Sioux, through whose country 
this expedition will go, are strong and 
brave. They have always been the foe 
of the white man, and consequently 
have not been demoralized through in- 
tercoufse with them. They can master 
about five thousand young inen, and if 
they attack. Custer at all it wUl be in 
force. It is believed, however, thpt they 
will not a'ttack or trouble iis, except to 
hang around the outskirts of .the expe­ 
dition and pick off a man as they can, 
steal stock if opportunity presents, or 
draw a small detachment into ambus­ 


cade. But Gen. Custer has studied the 
Indian so long that he understands his 
mode of fighting as well as poor Lo un­ 
derstands it himself, and anticipates no 
danger. 
POBT UNOOLN. 
Daring the absence of the cavalry 
command, Col. Poland will have com­ 
mand at Fort Lincoln. The garrison is 
small, but it will keep constantly on the 
alert, and it is not believed that it is 
possible for even a thousand Indians to 
do greater harm than the running off 
of stock herded in the vicinity. They 
might do that with Custer’s entire com­ 
mand iu the camp, though they failed 
in their attempt last spring. 
The officers wives remain at Lincoln, 
and do not apprehend the least danger. 
Mrs. Caster remains attt^e barracks in 
order that she may receive news from 
her husband, as couriers come in. 
Couriers will be sent in every week,. 
and I shall be able to keep the T rib u n e 
constantly posted. 
A POLITICIAN HEABD FBOM. 
Gen. Custer informs me that he re­ 
ceives letters from all parts of the coun­ 
try, in relation to the expedition, from 
men who volunteer all sorts of advice, 
and who want to^o with the expedition 
for all sorts of reasons. One man, a 
lawyer, writing from Kansas, thought 
he ought to be allowed to go because he 
was a-delegate to the Philadelphia Con­ 
vention. But Gen. Custer, not being a 
politician, did not take any stock in him.

B ig S lo u g h , July S. 
The expedition broke camp yesterday 
and took up its line of march for the 
Black Hills, making thirteen miles the 
first day. 


t h e order of m arch. 
First the Indian scouts, consisting of 
thirty-eight Santee and twenty-two 
Arickarees, mounted on native ponies, 
commanded by Lt. Wallace, one of the 
bravest and best officers in the com­ 
mand. The Santees are dressed in cav­ 
alry uniform, the others in their paint 
and feathers. 
Gen. Custer and staff marching at the 
head of the column, is followed by the 
artillery, commanded by Lieut. Chance; 
the wagon train following, guarded by 
two companies of infantry. On the 
right flank march five companies of cav­ 
alry, commanded by Gen. Forsythe, of 
Gen. Sheridan’s staff, and on the left 
five companies, commanded by Col. Tel­ 
ford, of the 7th cavalry. Gen. Forsythe 
and Col. Telford alternately furnishing 
a company of cavalry for rear guard. 
Thus it will be seen that every pre­ 
caution is taken to keep the command 
intact and be prepared at all times to 
repel assaults. 
NO FIRING ALLOWED. 
Gen. Custer has issued strict orders 
not to fire on Indians making their ap- 
earance unless they show unmistaka- 
e signs of hostility. No Indians have 
have yet been seen. 
BREAKING CAMP. 
The scene in the morning, as the ex­ 
pedition breaks camp, is grand indeed 
—decidedly so to those of us who are 
not familiar with military movements. 
The several commands, as they'take 
their positions inline, and spread out 
in some broad valley or plain, showing 
their full force to the best advantage, 
with the band playing, presents a scene 
4eicidedly enlivening, and which must 
strike the Indian, even, with wonder 
and admiration. 
THE COUNTRY. 
The country so far is decidedly roll­ 
ing—the knolls rising to the dignity of 
abrupt hills or buttes. The country is 
not at all similar to that east of the 
Missouri river, and so far greatly infe­ 
rior to it; but it must be remembered 
we are in the vicinity of the confluence 
of the Little Hart and Missouri rivers 
—a fact which may account for the 
roughness of the country. The country 
is well watered and the hillsides abound 
in a stinted growth of timber. 
SUN STBOKBS. 
Yesterday was exceedingly hot. Five 
of the infantry surrendered under the 
intense heat, and one.teamster fell from 
his horse, overpowered by it; but none 
are serionsly affected. 
CB08S1NG THE BABT. 
This was found to be no easy task, 
but the command was got across after 
two or three hoars’ delay, and without 
loss of stock or material.

Tku YullowstuBu Natioaal Park. 
In. the northwestern corper of the 
Territory of Wyoming, “rffet like a gem 
among the mountains,” is located the 
most beautiful lake on this this conti­ 
nent, if not in the world. Adjacent to 
it are the sources of four of our most 
msjestic rivers—the Yellowstone, flow­ 
ing into the Missouri at a distance^ of 
1,800 miles; the Missouri nself, which 
finds its way to the gulf through the 
Father of Waters; the Colombia, which 
leads to the Pacific, and the Colorado, 
which, passing tbrpngb the most re­ 
mark able canon in the world, discharg­ 
es its waters into the Gulf of Califor­ 


nia. Groupéd around this wonderfnl 
lake, and. in the midqt of this remarka­ 
ble water-shed, is the ^ n d e st display 
of cataracts, hot springs, geysers, mud 
volcanos and natural architectntal beau­ 
ties anywhere to be found on the face of 
the globe. 
Beside these wonders, the geysers of 
Iceland and New Zealand, famous as 
they have justly heretofore been régard- 
ed, and interesting as they have proved 
themselves^ to 'be to the scientist, sink 
into utter insignificance in comparison 
with the grandeur, and the beauty of 
our own Yellowstone, 
• 
In February, 1872, a bill passed both 
houses of Congress with great unanimi­ 
ty, setting apart the tract of conntry in 
which these wonderful phenomena, are 
displayed, as a national park ”for the 
benefit and instruction of the people.” 
This tract is about fifty-five by sixty-five 
miles in extent, and embraces an area 
of about 8,578 square miles. It is more 
than 6,000 feet above the level of the 
sea, while the lake itself is 7,427 feet 
above the ocean. The mountain ranges 
which hem the valleys iu on every side 
rise to an altitude of 10,000 and 12,000 
feet, and their summits are covéred with 
perpetual snow. Daring the months of 
June, July and August the climate of 
this region is the most invigorating and^ 
healthful, with scarcely any rain or 
storms of any description, although the 
thermometer frequently sinks as low as 
26® and there is frost during every 
month of the year. 
Now this region is of course of no 
value for agricultural purposes, while 
its volcanic origin indicates that it is 
worthless for mining operations. But 
it is invaluable as a pleasure ground, 
as a health-seeking resort, and as an ed­ 
ucator for the people. The great ques­ 
tion is: Shall these treasures be pre­ 
served or shall the vandals be allowed 
to enter in and destroy the native mag­ 
nificence of this wonderland? We do 
not hesitate to say thát its neglect at 
this time will prove a national disgrace. 
No time should be lost by Congress in 
taking such steps as will secure the 
preservatihn of the Yellowstone Nation­ 
al Park and the treasures which nature, 
through ages of time, has been deposit­ 
ing there for “the benefit and instruc­ 
tion of the people.” We observe that 
a bill Is now before Congress appropri­ 
ating the sum of $26,000 for the survey 
and improvement. There should be no 
hesitation on the part of our represen­ 
tatives in acting upon this measure. 
Having made the reservation let Con­ 
gress show its consistency by doing 
something for its preservation.—St. 
Paul Pioneer, 


CARROLL. 
Situation~Bii8me8S--FroBpectiye-*‘Im- 
portanoe—A rich Copper Region. 
From the Heleoa Ibdependent:] 
Carroll is located in the near neigh­ 
borhood of the great copper district, 
which attracted so much interest about 
seven years ago, and which, on account 
of its location in a hostile Indian 
country and distant from the settle­ 
ments, and also owing in a great part, 
to the fact that public attention, about 
that time, became diverted to the de­ 
velopment of silver mines, this valuable 
copper region has been almost wholly 
neglected, if not forgotten. It Is with­ 
in the limits of a reasonable probability 
that the time is near at hand when the 
development of these mines will give 
employment to a lar^e number of miners, 
and that when this takes place the 
town of Carroll, which is now only a 
point of resbipment, will become the 
center of a considerate population, and 
be rcognized as one of the principal 
business marts of the Territoiy. Car­ 
roll now contains a resident population 
of about seven^-five. Quite a number 
of wood-choppers, trapera and hunters 
make i t . their headquarters. 
It is 
located about 86 miles by land from the 
mouth of the Ifuscleshell river, and 
just below the Little Rocky. The town 
is pleasantly located in the river bot­ 
tom, has an excellent steamboat landing, 
but some trouble has been experienced 
by the caving of tiie river bank, caused 
by the spring rise. The proprietors of 
the Kountz line of steamers intend 
erecting soon a snbstantial levee to 
gnard a^inst the danger of the overflow 
of the river. Carroll is about 800 miles 
distant from Benton by river. 
No 
Indians have been seen in the neighbor­ 
hood this season. Capt. Rowan’s com­ 
pany of Infantry is stationed here. 
Another company of Infantry is camped 
at Camp Lewis, on Trout creek, which 
is situated about 185 miles from Helena. 
There are now completed fifteen or 
twenty houses, and others building. 
There are two grocery stores—Murphy 
a. Co’s! 
VO grocery 
Neel k Co’s and Clendennin k 
The town already presenfo a bnsincs» 
appearance. No liquor is sold there a» 
it is claimed to be on an Indian reser­ 
vation, bat this is a mooted question, 
which is vet to be settled.

A load of it was talcen for use on the 
regular train running east, and it was 
found to make as good steam, and to 
work in every respect as satisfactorily 
as the Pittsburg coal, while the ad­ 
ditional bulk required to, run the thirty 
six miles with which the train was run 
by it, was but a trifle greater than 
would have been requirerd of the Pitts­ 
burg coal. 
The engineer and fireman 
state that the difference is scarcely 
perceptible. ‘ The coal burns like cannel 
coal, and it is beleived it will answer 
for nearly every purpofee for which that 
is used. 
It is free from sulphur, and 
does not make clinkers; James Souter 
is using it for blacksmithing, and says 
it answers every purpose. 
The coal 
now on trial is brought from the Knife 
River Mines, sixty miles above Bis­ 
marck, and is taken from a vein nine 
feet in depth. Inexhaustible quantities 
may be found, and it is alleged of still 
better quality, on the line of the road 
twenty miles west of Bismarck. 
Messrs. Shaw & Co., will put in onp 
thousand tons, from the* Knife River 
mines, in order to meet the demand 
for it at Bismarck the coming winter. 
The coal has been used in stoves and 
grates for heating purposes, and gives 
entire satisfaction. 
It 
would have 
come into general use at, Bismarck last 
winter had the supply equalled the de­ 
mand. 
Capitalists have offered to build the 
road west to the coal fields, and to do 
it at once, and it would ^eem to be good 
policy for the company to allow, them 
to do so, for cheap coal will not only 
be the salvation of the'targe tracts'' pf 
prairie through which yt^é ’road runs, 
but will give the roa.d a, good , business, 
where cars are now returned empty. *

Tt^e railroad company entered in to a 
contract with the Kodntz and Diamond 
R line, under which they were enabled 
to land freights from New York to 
Helena or .other points of Starting or 
dilivery, at a given rate, and a large 
amount of freight was contracted and 
forwarded to Bismarck, to go forward 
on the opening of navigation. The 
Kountz boats were on band according to 
contract, and received the first arrivals 
of freight iti proper season, but this 
spring the water was exceedingly low 
and the first boat up had .tp double the 
distance, causing delay; this cause of 
delay was followed by accidents to the 
Katy P. Kountz and May Lowry of a 
serious nature—the former being crip­ 
pled just before her arrival here, and 
when there was no other boat to take 
her place, and the latter when a few 
miles below Carrol]. 
In consequence of 
these 
accidents—accidents that any 
other line of boats mighthave met with 
—accidents 
entirely unforeseen—the 
delay occasioned by the low water was 
continued, creating uneasiness on the 
part of shippers, and perhaps loss in 
some instances. 


It seems the opposition line of boats, 
or those in their interests, have siezed 
upon these misfortunes, and if they 
have not magnified them, have at least 
given them fully illustrated, and in 
papers where the effect is certainly in- 
jorious. 
Smarting under what he be- 
leives to be misrepresentations, Capt. 
Braithwait has taken up the pen, per­ 
haps unwisely, in defense; we say per­ 
haps unwisely, because as a general 
thing nothing is gained through a 
newspaper controversy. 


W ithout caring to champion either 
of the sleamboat lines, injustice to the 
Kountz line we vouch for the statement 
that whatever may have been the dis­ 
appointment in the past in relation to 
forwarding freight from, Bismarck, the 
trouble is ended now; boats will here 
after run regularly, and freight will be 
landed at Carroll within from 10 to 18 
days after arriving here.

Capt. McCosh, agont of the Coulson 
Line at Bismarck, in the T r ib u n e of last 
week, denies several statements made 
by me the week before, all of which 
statements 1 am ready to sustain by 
proof, but he does not deny the author­ 
ship of the letter which will be found 
below, it being one of the letters pub­ 
lished in the St. Louis Globe, which I 
charged him with writing: ^ 
Bismarck, D. T., June 10. 
To the Editor of the Globe: 
There has been a great deal said about the speed of 
the little steamer Josephine and the bullying steamer 
Nellie Peck. She, the Nellie, left on Tuesday, the 
19th of May, and the Josephine, Thursday the 31st. 
Both drawing the same water, the Nellie; arriving at 
Benton twenty hours ahead. 
The JosepMne left on 
Saturday, the 6th, and came down to Carroll, and 
learned of the May Lowry’s accident—breaking her 
shaft. 
Mr. E. G. McClay got aboard and came 
dowfklo where the May Lowry was lying, fifty miles 
below*Carroll, which he did in sixteen hours. Mc- 
Cl^y, the (R) bull train man, has lying at Carroll, 
300 wagons waiting the arrival of Montana goods by 
tbe .Kouat! boats. Ke says if the .buriness is not 
better «tM déd to «da the freight ¿ot. to Carroll in 
less time, the N. P. R.'R., and (R) Line is rained, 
and their reputation as carriers gone up. Mr, Hau­ 
ser, of Blontana, one of the very wealthiest business 
men of Helena, came down on the Josephine, look­ 
ing after the interettt of the Montana shippers, and 
has gone to see General Mead, at fit. Paul, to know 
if a better or more reliable set of boats can’t be em­ 
ployed to carry their freight to Carroll. He will turn 
I,100tons by the way of Corinth and the Central Pa­ 
cific. At the time of his leaving Carroll, June 7, 
there had only been 200 tons by the Peninah and 180- 
tons by the May Lowry, arrived at Carroll. The 
merchants are down upoA these old worn-out tubs, 
commonly called one chimney boats. After leaving 
the Lowry at Carroll, she made the run to Bismarck 
in fifty-two hours, passed the Peck twice under way, 
and came in ahead dxteen hours. All the up-bound 
boats were under wav. Met the anci«ut Ida Stock- 
dale above Buford. Her crew mutinied, took posses­ 
sion of the boat, came into the cabin to get some 
thing to eat, and. stayed there three days. The Capt. 
Chub Murray, of Beaver, Pa.< undertook to learn 
the engineer how to run a boat. He would hot be 
learned, and by one word to another the Captain got 
knocked down, and the Claret flew like champagne 
from a bottle. The deck crew jwas put ashore at Bu­ 
ford. and part of- them leturned down the river in a 
Mackinaw.

Editor Bismarck Tbibube: 
I notice in the Tribune of last week, a letter from 
Capt. McCoah, in which he denies several of the 
statements made by me the wéék before. 
Capt. McCosh does not know what he ts talking 
about, or he would not be so reckless in his state­ 
ments—for several of them are false, and I can prove 
it. 
In relation to the cheap freights, he says the Coul­ 
son Line carried about 709 tons of these freights; I 
can furnish the affidavit of Capt. M arratta, of the 
May Lowry, to prove that that boat carried óvér'SOO 
tons of it, in addition to the 250 tons which he admits 
were carried by the Peninah. 
He speaks of the Josephine, Western, and E. H. 
Durfee, carrying these freights, but at the time he 
alleges they were 'doing this work, they were above 
Bismarck. 
The Far West is the only boat of their 
line that carried any of these freights, though the 
Miner, an outside boat, was called in to help them. 
Capt. McCosh never knew anytning about the 
arrangements in relation to the Dallas contract. 
As to the overloading of the Katie P. Kountz, Mr. 
Evans did say to me and S. B. Coulson, in Sioux 
City, that he did not want any boat overloaded. S. 
B. Coulson said the freight was there and required me 
to load it, and as I was working under orders I had 
to obey. At Yankton a large amount of ireight was 
awaiting shipment, and Mr. Coulson said Col. Fos­ 
ter, A. Q. M., was very angry and might make us 
take out our freight, but he told me he could man­ 
age him. He afterwards loaded the boat with about 
los tons additional, notwithstanding bis pretended 
anxiety about over loading, and though he haid orders
